GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  DISTRICT. 

Nursing. 

A  domiciliary  nursing  and  midwifery  service  is  available  throughout 
the  district,  as  part  of  the  County  Council’s  scheme  under  the  National 
Health  Service  Act. 

District  Nurse  Midwives  are  stationed  at  Norton,  Sherburn, 
Scagglethorpe,  Wetwang  and  Birdsall. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  samples  are  examined  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratories  situated  at  Northallerton  and  Hull. 

Routine  samples  of  water  are  sent  to  the  Laboratory  at  Hull  for 
examination. 

Ambulance  Service. 

Ambulances  based  at  Scarborough,  Filey  and  Malton  are  available 
and  a  car  for  sitting  cases  is  sited  at  Weaverthorpe. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  each  month  at  Sherburn  and 
Rilling  ton. 

An  Ophthalmic  Clinic  is  held  monthly  in  Norton. 

Clinics  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  disease  are  held  each  week  at 
York  and  Scarborough.

Hospitals. 

General  medical  and  surgical  cases  are  admitted  tc  hospitals  at 
Malton,  Driffield,  Scarborough  and  York. 

Maternity  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Westow  Croft  Nursing  Home, 
Westow. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

(Omitted  from  1953  Report  in  error). 

Action  was  taken  in  the  case  of  a  woman  aged  approximately  57 
years  and  living  alone.  Her  case  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  local 
authority  by  the  family  doctor,  as  she  was  suffering  from  severe  chronic 
ulceration  of  the  legs  and  had  refused  treatment.  She  was  mentally 
confused  and  there  was  some  doubt  as  to  whether  she  should  be  dealt 
with  as  a  mental  case.  However,  after  consultation  with  the  family 
doctor,  it  was  considered  that  she  was  in  urgent  need  of  medical  treat¬ 
ment  and  action  was  taken  under  the  above  Act.  The  magistrates 
made  an  Order  for  three  months  and  this  was  later  extended  for  a 
further  period  of  three  months. 

The  person  was  subsequently  certified  as  being  of  unsound  mind 
and  transferred  to  a  mental  hospital.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT— OCTOBER,  1955. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Norton  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  major  progress  during  the  year  was,  I  think,  the  completion 
of  the  sewerage  schemes  at  Rillington  and  Duggleby.  These  have 
enabled  us  to  provide  houses  with  satisfactory  means  of  drainage, 
water-closets  and,  in  many  cases,  internal  water  supplies  and  bath¬ 
rooms.  It  has  also  brought  about  the  abatement  of  nuisance  which 
caused  so  much  work  and  worry  in  connection  with  the  beck  at  Rilling- 
ton.  We  now  look  forward  to  similar  progress  in  the  case  of  Sherburn, 
Weaverthorpe  and  Foxholes  and,  so  far  as  housing  improvements  are 
concerned,  at  Leavening. 

The  Housing  Surve}^  was  resumed  and  the  records  obtained  give 
some  reason  for  thought  as  to  how  to  tackle  this  problem,  which  is 
likely  to  be  costly,  and  must  by  reason  of  this  fact  and  the  scarcity  of 
building  labour  be  considered  as  a  long  term  problem. 

The  decontrol  of  meat  supplies  and  the  reopening  of  private 
slaughterhouses  has  caused  much  extra  work  and  whereas  an  endeavour 
has  been  made  by  evening  visits  to  prevent  dislocation  of  other  work, 
there  are  occasions  when  meat  inspection  has  had  to  take  priority. 
Fortunately,  a  very  good  class  of  animal  is  slaughtered  throughout  the 
district,  mostly  local  fed  and  frequently  local  bred. 

It  once  more  gives  me  pleasure  to  record  my  thanks  and  apprecia¬ 
tion  to  you  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  for  your  continued 
interest  and  support.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  members  of  the  Staff 
of  all  departments  for  their  co-operation,  and  especially  to  Miss  Bowes, 
the  clerk  in  the  Health  Department,  who  has  a  thorough  grasp  of  the 
office  routine,  including  works  outside  the  scope  of  public  health, 
principally  Town  and  Country  Planning  matters,  and  this  has  relieved 
me  considerably.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  routine  treatment  of  open  ditches  has  been  carried  out  as 
usual  and  has  shown  a  less  infestation  than  previously.  This  no  doubt 
is  due  to  many  more  farmers  having  entered  into  contracts  with  the 
County  Agricultural  Pests  Department  for  regular  treatment  of  their 
fields  and  buildings. 

Two  small  infestations  of  refuse  tips  occurred  ;  these  were  quickly 
cleared  up. 

Six  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  and  dealt  with  by 
our  staff.  These  were  in  connection  with  school  canteen,  railway 
premises  and  three  private  dwellings. 

The  sewer  at  Westow  was  treated  on  two  occasions  and  proved  to 
be  negative. 

Shops  Act,  1934. 

Eight  premises  were  inspected.  No  contraventions  were  noted. 

Camping  Sites. 

No  sites  are  licensed  as  such  and  only  four  movable  dwellings  are 
licensed,  these  being  used  as  permanent  dwellings. 
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Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  three  Knacker’s  Yards  within  the  district  ;  fat  melting 
is  carried  on  at  two  of  these  and  the  preparation  of  hound  food  at  the 
third,  and  it  is  here  that  regular  treatment  has  to  be  exercised  against 
rats,  and  this  year  has  proved  to  be  highly  successful. 

Slaughterhouses. 

The  return  of  slaughtering  to  the  private  butchers  resulted  in  five 
slaughterhouses  being  licensed.  Four  of  these  are  owned  and  used  by 
family  butchers  and  the  fifth  operates  on  a  wholesale  scale  preparing 
carcases,  mostly  of  sheep  and  pigs,  for  markets  in  Scarborough,  Leeds, 
Birmingham,  Nottingham  and  Smithfield.  Further  details  of  the  work 
involved  is  given  under  the  head  “  Meat  and  Food  Inspections.” 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

Thirty-eight  persons  in  the  district  are  licensed  under  the  Act  to 
slaughter  animals. 

Schools. 

No  further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  much  needed  improve¬ 
ment  of  sanitary  conveniences  and  washing  facilities,  but  schemes  have 
been  submitted  by  the  County  Architect  for  improvements  at  Rilling- 
ton,  Leavening  and  Langton.  Unfortunately  the  latter  does  not 
provide  for  water-closets. 

Factories. 

Sixty-seven  visits  have  been  made  under  the  Factories  Act.  In  no 
case  was  it  necessary  to  take  action  for  contraventions.

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Rural  Housing  Survey. 

A  resumption  of  this  work  was  made  possible  by  the  appointment 
of  an  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  and  157  houses  were  surveyed  and 
57  re-inspected  and  records  brought  up  to  date.  I  he  result  of  the 
inspection  was  that  24  houses  were  found  to  be  in  need  of  repair,  39 
were  suitable  for  improvement'  and  39  totally  unfit. 

A  sub-committee  has  been  appointed  to  deal  with  the  unfit  housing 
problem  and  have  confirmed  the  categories  in  which  I  have  recom¬ 
mended  houses  should  be  placed,  but  no  authority  has  yet  been  given 
to  the  service  of  notices  or  to  the  making  of  Orders  or  (  learance  Areas. 
Difficulties  arising  which  cause  delay  are  (i)  houses  suitable  for 
improvement  with  grant  aid  cannot  be  dealt  with  until  sewers  are 
provided ;  (ii)  the  present  allocation  of  new  houses  and  scarcity  of 
labour  for  building  new  houses  means  that  very  few  houses  can  be 
demolished  per  year. 

The  provision  of  sewers  is  proceeding  fairly  satisfactorily  however, 
and  the  first  difficulty  will  gradually  be  overcome.

Water  Samples. 

Twenty-four  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Two  were  of  raw  water,  one  was  satisfactory  and  one 
unsatisfactory.  Twenty-two  were  of  treated  water,  seventeen  being 
satisfactory  and  five  being  unsatisfactory.  Of  the  raw  waters,  one 
was  from  a  private  well  and  one  from  a  private  supply.  Of  the  treated 
waters,  the  unsatisfactory  samples  were  from  Regional  Supplies  and  it 
was  found  that  the  chlorinators  had  been  temporarily  out  of  order. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

1.  Refuse  Collection. 

The  monthly  collection  of  unburnable  refuse  has  continued  to 
function  satisfactorily. 

2.  Sewers,  Sewage  Disposal,  Septic  Tanks  and  Cesspools. 

The  village  of  Rillington  was  provided  with  a  sewer  and  disposal 
works  during  the  year.  This  was  a  great  step  forward  and  resulted  in 


the  conversion  of  67  conservancy  type  closets  and  modern  drainage 
to  84  premises.  There  are  now  only  three  pail  closets  remaining  in 
addition  to  the  confirmed  Clearance  Areas  properties.  Unfortunately, 
there  are  several  properties  still  draining  to  septic  tanks. 

All  our  Sewage  works — Westow,  Burythorpe,  West  Heslerton, 
Sherburn,  Staxton,  Rillington — are  working  satisfactorily. 

At  Duggleby  the  sewer  and  disposal  plant  was  completed  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  and  steps  were  being  taken  to  connect  all  the  Council 
houses  thereto  and  to  convert  the  chemical  closets  to  water  carriage. 
Letters  were  also  sent  to  private  owners  informing  them  of  the  facilities 
offered  by  the  Council. 

The  Settrington  plant  is  giving  a  good  effluent,  but  I  consider  the 
method  of  disposing  of  the  sludge  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and  1  think  that 
the  plant  should  have  been  provided  at  least  with  its  own  sludge  beds. 

The  septic  tanks  at  Weaverthorpe  are  still  demanding  regular 
pumping  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  sewerage  scheme  for  the  village  will 
meet  with  approval. 

3.  Open  Ditches. 

This  work  is  or  should  gradually  become  less  as  village  sewers  are 
provided.  The  main  source  of  trouble  is  now  at  Yedingham,  which  is 
very  flat  and  the  water  in  the  ditches  tends  to  stagnation.  The  lower  end 
of  the  ditch  has  not  been  cleansed  for  some  years,  owing  to  difficulty 
in  fixing  the  responsibility  for  this  work. 
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
